One Warship

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—(4)— 
American dive-bombers and war- 
ships sank one JapaneSe destroy- 
er, damaged at least four others, 
and presumably killed hundreds 
of enemy troops, the Navy re- 
ported today, when the Japs un- 
dertook last week another desper- 
ate sally to strengthen their forces 
on Guadalcanal island.

Further, a communique  dis- 
closed, Army Flying Fortresses 
stepped up their offensive against 
Japan’s New Munda airfield on

miles from Guadalcanal: 


In two days the big planes splat- 
tered the enemy base with more 
than 27,500 pounds of bombs, in- 
cluding four 1,000-pounders that 
hit squarely on the flight strip. 

Intense Activity. 

The outburst of intense activ- 
ity around Guadalcanal—unusual 
Since Japan’s greatest bid to re- 
conquer the island was smashed 
in mid-November—began Friday 
(Solomon Islands time). At the 
same time there was a brief flur- 
ry of action in the winter-locked 
north Pacific. The communique 
said three Army medium bombers 
(Martin B26S) bombed an already 
damaged enemy ship aground at 
Kiska island and bombed and 
strafed shore installations. 

The main fighting of the two- 
day period in the Solomons be- 
gan at 6 p. m. Friday when the 
Japanese task foree, consisting of 
11 destroyers, was drawing close 
to Guadalcanal. Normally the 
Japs load each destroyer on such 
a mission with about 150 men plus 
supplies. Reports made no men- 
tion of transports and the Japs 
evidently expected as many ships 
as possible to fight their way 
through on their own if necessary.

LONDON, Monday, Dec. 14.—(AP)—Marshal Rommel

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By Fire or Ax? 


Private forest interests throughout the 
country are very critical of the stand taken by 
the United States Forest Service in not urging 
congress to pass Senate Bill No. 2629, which 

uthorizes the raising of the $2,500,000 limit 
on Clarke-McNary Co-operative Forest Fire 
protection funds to $9,000,000. The failure of 
any federal agency to urge increased ap- 
propriations by congress comes under the head- 
ing of news, and in the case of such a worth- 
while cause as forest fire protection, the action 
deserves public consideration. 


The Forest Service questions the advisability 
pf spending more public money in protecting 
from fire that which is destroyed by the ax. 

illions of dollars have been spent in past 
years protecting forests from destruction by 
fire, but the few laws placed upon the statute 
books by some of the states, the object of 
which has been to prevent the liquidation of 
forests by destructive cutting, have not been 
adequate or effectively enforced. Most forest 
landowners and forest industries welcome state 
and federal funds for fire protection, but fight 
any attempt of the federal government to 
protect the public’s interests in keeping these 
lands productive. ‘ 


In 1940 the United States Forest Service 
recommended to the Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee on Forestry a forest program for the 
United States, designed to insure a sound 
nation-wide forest economy. This program in- 
cluded the increase of Federal Forest Fire 
Protection funds to $9,000,000 and also the 
extension of other co-operative efforts, includ- 
ing forest management, co-operative marketing 
systems, protection from diseases-and public 


control of cutting practices to prevent the 


denuding of forest lands. 


This last clause is the dark object in this 
particular woodpile. Forest industries agtee to 
all the “give” items, but fight to the last ditch 
any measure which provides assurance that no 
tract of forest land will be denuded and render- 
ed non-productive at the will of any sawmill 
or pulpwood operator. This is a small and 
reasonable request in the public’s interest. The 
fight which wood-using interests are making 
+a the United States Forest Service, be- 
cause of its stand in this matter, merits wide- 
spread consideration by all the people—be they 
workers, businessmen or professional men, be- 
cause the welfare of all is directly related to 
the building up of the productive capacity of 
the forests and woodlands,

Dehydration 

It is quite possible, according to officials 
of the Georgia State Agricultural Council, there 
may not be sufficient tin cans available, next 
year, for the community canning plants scat- 
tered over the state. Tin is one of the metals 
which came to us, almost entirely, from east- 
ern lands now captured by the Japanese and it 
is now one of the metals on which there is 
serious shortage. 

To meet such an impending emergency, the 
Council officials advise a change to dehydra- 
tion, instead of canning, of foodstuffs. They 
report there is no loss of nutritional value 


involved in the process, that it is cheaper than 
canning and requires little equipment. Present 
canning plants can easily be adapted to carry 
on both canning and dehydration in the same 
plant. Though, admittedly, priority orders 
would have to be obtained for the equipment 
that is required. 

Dehydration has proven exceptionally valu- 
able for the shipment of food overseas, to our 
own men and to the civilian populations of our 
allies. So prepared, the food takes but a frac- 
tion of the cargo space otherwise needed, keeps 
indefinitely and retains its full food value and 
freshness when prepared for the table. 

It would not be surprising if this war-time

experience resulted in the adoption of dehy- 
dration as the normal method of food preser- 
vation, instead of the costlier, more trouble- 
some and bulkier method of canning. :

Reported elevation of General Kurt Zeltzler 
to principal military aide to Hitler, thus making 
him supreme commander of the German 
armies, under Der Fuehrer, verifies recent 
rumors that the professional Prussian army 
clique, which has hitherto personified German 
militarism, is out of favor today. 


General Zeitzler is of the infamous SS, the 
black shirt gang which is headed by Gestapo 
Chief Heinrich Himmler. He is described as of 
the “gangster” type. Less than a year ago 
Zeitzler was a colonel. His new appointment 
can be nothing but a political move by the 
desperate Hitler. 

General Franz Halder, of the Prussian mili- 
tary hierarchy, was removed from the top com- 
mand with the appointment of Zeitzler. Halder 
thus follows Field Marshal Walther von 
Brauchitsch into the discard. Hitler is reported 
to have been in growing disfavor with the old- 
line Prussian leaders ever since they disagreed 
with him over tactics of the Russian campaign 
in the winter of 1941. 

After all, however, what difference does it 
make to the United Nations? It is the complete 
theory of German world conquest which must 
be defeated and erased if the world is to know 
lasting peace. Whether the German idea is 
personified in the persons of Nazi gangsters, 
tricked out in bemedaled uniforms, or in Prus- 
sianized professional soldiers, who are but 
gangsters with social standing, the result is 
the same. 

Both factions aspire to the same goal, the 
wholesale ‘slaughter of the peoples of other 
lands, the enslavement of the survivors and 
world mastery for their own kind. 

Blackshirt gangsters or brutalized “von” 
generals, they are all the same. They are the 
enemies of freedom, of human independence 
and honor and decency.

JUST A REMINDER—NEW RATIONING 
(From The Brunswick News) 


The new rationing book to be out in January 
will probably cause some headaches for both the 
buyer and seller of foodstuffs but maybe in time 
we will get used to the new governmental orders 
on what we can buy to eat and how much and 
at what price. One good effect will be to prevent 
hoarding, a new habit many citizens have ac- 
quired to the discomfort of others. 


If you are color-blind, there is trouble ahead 
for you because we are going to have every color 
of the rainbow, almost, to designate this and that. 
The only thing we see to do is to take it and like it. 

The new book, No. 2, will give the government 
a versatile weapon for dealing with shortages. 

Once the books are in the public’s hands, there 
need be no more delays in putting rationing of 
any product or type of product into effect when 
necessity arrives. It can be done immediately, 
leaving no time for hoarding. 

But most important is the versatility of the 
“noint” rationing system provided by the new 
book. 

Besides being of different colors, the coupons 
will have different values—in units of 1, 2, 5 and 
8 points. The government can set a rate of, say, 
48 points a month for meat. 

There will be both red and blue coupons num- 
bered 1, 2, 5 and 8, and lettered from “A” to."Z.” 

The color of the coupon will indicate the prod- 
uct rationed. 

The number will represent the points the 
coupon is worth, 

The letter will signify the time period—a 
month or five weeks or some other length of time 
—during which the stamp may be used.

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WASHINGTON PARADE

MERELY LIP SERVICE WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Govern- 


ment officials see nothing in the 
recent attack on Allied ideals by Generalissimo Franco to threaten 
the neutrality policy declared by Spain at the timg our troops 
moved into French North Africa. 

In praising the Axis powers and expressing 
a wish to see Hitler defeat the Russians 
Franco, it is believed, was merely giving voice 
to a mental habit which has shaped most of his 
public utterances since the beginning of the 
Spanish civil war six years ago. | 

It was the Axis nations that made it pos- 
sible for the Generalissimo’s revolutionary 
forces to win, and he was probably doing 
nothing more than giving new lip service to his 
benefactors—Hitler and Mussolini—who now 
find themselves sorely in need of whatever 
outside comfcrt they can get. 

Left to his own choosing, there is little 
doubt in informed circles that Franco would 
prefer to keep Spain neutral. His country 1s 
still far from recovered from the devastating 
civil ‘war which preceded the present world 
conflict. His people are poorly fed and his 
army, such of it as remains, is ill equipped 

to play any important part in a clash with modern weapons. 

Moreover, evidence is at hand that Spanish leaders are now 
beginning to doubt for the first time that the Axis can win the 
war.- Our invasion of Africa, the Russian offensive which followed, 
and the obvious supremacy the Allies have gained in the air over 
Europe have left them tremendously impressed. 


“WANTS TO STAY OUT It should only be natural, therefore, 


for Franco to have a genuine desire 
to stay out of the mess, despite the sworn allegiance he owes to 
the Axis. 

But the very fact that he does owe unmistakable allegiance to 
the Axis opens the way for an act of treachery that gives Allied 
officials some concern. We are not disturbed any longer about 
the possibility of Hitler moving an army across the Pyrennes 
into Spain for an attack on Gibraltar. Since establishing powerful 
forces in North Africa™we and the British are in a position to 
sweep into Spain as rapidly as he is. If the Nazis ever move into 
Spain from the north we would be able to meet them by a 
thrust across the Strait of Gibraltar in the south, 

Thus the new second European front would be opened in Spain, 
and in a manner more disadvantageous to Hitler than most any 
other invasion point in Europe, It would prolong his communica- 
tion lines considerably. 


COULD HIT GIBRALTAR What Allied officials are con- 


: cerned about, then, is not so 
much what Hitler may do in Spain, but what Franco may under- 
take in his behalf. By quietly disposing his forces near Gibraltar 
the Generalissimo would be able to strike a sudden blow at the 
British Mediterranean fortress before we had time to get a suf- 
ficient army across the Strait to join the battle. 

Franco’s forces alone would not be able to take Gibraltar, but 
they could succeed in delaying action until Hitler could rush 
his troops across the Pyrennes. Such an act of treachery would 
defeat any advantage we now have in being able to move in one 
direction the moment Hitler started in the other. 

Color to possible developments of this kind is given by infor- 
mation that the semimobilized Spanish army which Franco has 
been reorganizing lately is being distributed principally along 
the western and southern borders of Spain, rather than in the 


north at the French frontier. 
NEEDS SUCH COUP Hitler sorely needs some coup of the 
kind to offset the great advantage the 
Allies gained by getting the leap on him with the African invasion. 
If he were able to take Gibraltar or neutralize it by planting an 
army and big guns at its rear the western passage to the Med- 
iterranean would be blocked. We would lose the shorter shipping 
route to the east which the African move promised to open. 
The most important thing to be remembered in the whole 
speculations is that, under existing circumstances, the decision as 
to whether Spain remains neutral or joins the Axis rests not with

ONE WORD MORE |

PLANNING I listened to Dr, Shelby Harrison a couple of 

times last week. He talked on planning and 
I take it that he and his associates of the Russell Sage Foundation 
know something about planning. 

They took the apparently hopeless problem of New York city 
in 1920 and have planned it into a city which 
can keep on growing and expanding without 
coming to any dead ends. 

In 1920 the automobile still was more or 
less a pleasure car. It had not become a ne- 
cessity as it is today. The whole country and 
its economy was not on wheels then az they 
are today. 

They went into the business of planning for 
the traffic of 1940 and thereafter. Those who 
have been to New York know of the great 
traffic highways, or sky-ways, which have 
been built. Those same persons know that 
New York still is building highways which 
enable people to get in and out of New York 
with ease. 

It was not difficl&. The planning involved 
parts of three states and involved 399 different 
governmental units. (When he told them that, 
I saw members of city council wagging their 


It included housing, 
he said, 


heads.) 

The plan involved more than streets. 
parks, ‘bridges and new streets. 

All of them are coming along as planned and are, 
ahead of schedule. 


CITY OF 1.000.000 Frank Neely, as chairman of the Fulton, 
County Planning Board, was 

that with planning Atlanta—that is to say, the Atlanta area— 

could be made into a metropolitan district of 1,000,000 persons. 

He was looking ahead to the post-war periods when air freight 
lines and the tremendously increased industrial output of the 
country will be available for those with the ability to grow. 

I am sure there. are those neighboring communities which 
are suspicious of Atlanta and the planning board. That is the 
problem anywhere. It was in New York. Mr. Harrison said that 
all the 399 units of government in three states were suspicious, 
not merely of the city of New York, but of one another. 

The problem is in getting them all to see they are interde- 
pendent. If Atlanta dies, they die. If Atlanta becomes a dead- 
end city which cannot grow and prosper, then the neighborin 
suburban municipalities of College Park, East Point, Hapeville, an 
the neighboring cities at greater distance, all become dead 
centers. | 

Atlanta has a traffic problem which needs planning and work. 
Some progress is being made. Easy access into and out of Atlanta 
would help Atlanta but would be of more help to the neighboring 
towns. 

The traffic problem in downtown Atlanta on Saturdays and 
Mondays is terrific. This proves we still are a country 
What it will be when the war is done and automobiles are cheaper 
and more attractive than ever, may well be imagined. 

We will see, within 10 years or less, the constructiton of new 
arterial highways. We may even see elevated sky-ways in and 
out of the city within 20 years. 

All these things are a part of the picture. They merit the 
attention of all the citizens. What we want is not suspicion, but 
honest willingness to co-operate and plan. 


MORE PARKS Our park program is woefully inadequate. We 

need more parks and more recreation. Atlanta 
has escaped any serious increase in juvenile delinquency because 
we have not become a boom city as yet with any great military 
area or defense plant problem near at hand. 

We will have within a few months. It is rather obvious that 
Marietta soon will be expanding. That city ought to be, within 
10 years or less, a city of 20,000 or even 30,000 persons. There 
must be sympathetic co-operation with Marietta. 

The problem presented by the giant bomber plant by Bell will 
soon begin to have an impact on Atlanta. With children left at 
home, or in the care of servants, more recreational facilities should 
be available by summer. 

Parks are needed in the white and colored areas. The latter 
section of the population is woefully lacking in parks. 

It is not possible to put down what is needed. 

It is possible to say that a comprehensive plan, including parks, 
streets, bridges, traffic studies and airport needs, should be made 
and given to all municipalities within at least a 25-mile radius. 

Mayor William B. Hartsfield has shown, with figures supplied 
by business auditors, that it is cheaper to live in the city than 
outside. That includes reduction in insurance rates. The county, 
one of the largest in the nation, soon will be forced to put on new 
garbage and fire taxes to provide proper protection. It would seem 
the sensible thing that some of the more thickly populated areas 
come into the city. 

It is, indeed, a testing time. The end of the war will provide 
emergencies which must be met at that time. 

If there is no planning for them we will not solve them well. 
We may be forced into hurried, patchwork efforts which will not 
solve angthing, but add to the problem. 

I hope there will be a realization that planning must be had 
and that action must follow the plan once the people have honestly

The Mistakes We Must 


Not Imitate 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


“Don’t give up the ship!” cried Captain Lawrence as he lay 
dying below deck, and thus he became a national hero and a model 
of tenacious courage. 

Unfortunately, the oft-quoted words were not his last. When 
told that the ship was already lost, he growled: “Then the officers 
Pee; not stand to their duty.” He blamed others to excuse his own 
ailure. 

If the myth of Lawrence is useful as an inspiration, the truth 
can be even more useful as an example of things not to do. The 
ship he urged others to save was lost by his own folly. 

Lawrence was recklessly brave, and his rapid rise was proof of 
his skill, but he failed in judgment the first and last time he stood 
on his own quarterdeck, master of his own fate. 

The Chesapeake was his first command. She had just been 
overhauled, refitted and painted, but she was in no condition to 
fight. Most of her crew were green boys, and many of them had 
come aboard that morning for the first time. She had some veteran 
gunners, bit the others had never loaded a cannon. 

Outside the harbor, blockading the port of Boston, lay the British 
frigate Shannon. The captain had sent Lawrence a polite note 
inviting him to come out and fight. Ship captains seemed to ree 
gard battles as personal duels, 

The British gunners had been trained in battle practice until 
their teamwork was fast and flawless. They didn’t miss. 

Warships of that period were armed with wheeled cannon, which 
pointed through holes in the ship’s side. They could fire a deadly 
“broadside,” but could not be used against an enemy ahead of the 
ship or astern. 

When the Chesapeake came out, the British captain moved the 
Shannon out to sea, then furled his sails and waited. He was 
scarcely moving. 

Lawrence, sailing in fast, had every advantage of initiative, 
He could move in front of the Shannon or behind it and rake its 
decks with broadsides without exposing his own ship. Instead of 
doing that, he pulled alongside at close range to slug it out. It 
was plain suicide, for the Shannon was more heavily gunned. It 
was over in a few minutes—a fine ship lost; scores of men sacrie« 
ficed; Lawrence dying. 

He had done everything wrong. He took untrained men into 
battle; he threw away his advantage; he played the enemy’s game; 
he exposed his men needlessly; he depended on force alone when 
cunning would have brought victory. 

He had courage, but courage is not enough to win wars.

To Raise Army 
As Hitler Proposed 


LONDON, Dec. 


13.—(AP)—Marshal Henri Petain has 


agreed to Hitler's proposal to raise a new French army, the 
Vichy and Berlin radios announced today, as the Fighting 
French in London reported the Nazi Fuehrer had ordered 
400,000 French workers conscripted for war work in Gere 


many. 

Both steps indicated further and 
closer co-operation between Ger- 
many and the French government 
of Petain and Pierre Laval. 


return for the workers Hitler 
promised to free an unspecified 
number of French prisoners of 
war. 

The Vichy radio said that Pe- 
tain, in a letter to Hitler, declared 
“My first duty is to reconstitute 
an army capable of insuring the 
safety of France and her colonial 
empire,” and that Petain could 
“only bow to the decisions” that 
forced the German occupation of 
all of France. 

Hitler’s “Hopes.” 

Petain’s letter replied to one 
Hitler wrote him November 27 
when the Germans seized Toulon 
and the French scuttled part of 
their fleet. At that time Hitler 
said: “I sincerely hope it will be 


possible to give back to France an | 


army whose officers at least obey 
the chief of state.” 


Petain, the broadcasts said, 
spoke of the “Anglo-American ag: 
gression against French North 
Africa and the treason of certain 
commanders” that caused the oc- 
cupation of all of France and dis- 
armament of the remainder of the 
French army, and added: 


“TIT cannot do anything but ac- 
quiesce in these decisions.” 

Mentioning Hitler’s pledge o 
November 27 to “co-operate with 
France and help her to reconquer 
her colonial empire,” Petain as- 
sured the German leader of the 
French government’s intention to 
“pursue on our part loyally a pol- 


icy which allows us to secure the | 
future of France in a reorganized 
to | 


Europe,” and said “I appeal 
your understanding in order to. 
render an easy realization of our | 
ways.” 

Laval Publicizes Letter. 


Petain’s letter, dated December 
5, was made public at a press con- 
ference today by Chief of Govern- 
ment Laval, the radio added. 

The letter said Petain was ask- 
ing Marshal von Rundstedt, Ger- 
man commander in France, to con- 
fer with him “on these different 
questions. ‘ 

The Paris radio reported mean- 
while that the 110,000th French 
worker had left for Germany to- 
day. This report was discounted 
by the Fighting French, who said 
their information showed that not | 
more than 90,000 Frenchmen had 
been sent, and the majority of 
those had been sent forcibly in- 
stead of voluntarily as advertised. 

In October the Germans were 
reported to have demanded 150,- 
000 French workers to be signed | 
up for German factories in a few | 
days, and if they were not secured | 
they would be requisitioned and 
deported to Germany. 


Time Extensions Won. 


The French resisted and three | 
times won time limit extensions— 
once, on October 28, in the face! 
of a threatened general strike by 
French workers, the Fighting) 
French said. The time limit was | 
then reported to have been ex- 
tended to December 31. 

On November 19 the Paris radio 
said three more trainloads of 
French workers were leaving for | 
Germany, and that French and 
German authorities had agreed on

Solons To Ask 


More Voice In 
Appointments 


Senators May Appeal To 
FDR for Part in 
Local Policies. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—/)— 
A committee of senate Democrats 
may carry to President Roosevelt 
this week an appeal for a greater 
voice in the selection of local ad- 
ministrative personnel of some of 
the burgeoning war agencies. 

A decision to take the matter up 
with the President was reported 
to have been reached at recent 
conferences of administration sup- 
porters, arranged by Senator Guf- 
fey, Democrat, of Pennsylvania, 
_after protests to Democratic party 
officials failed to bring any appre- 
Ciable change in the attitude of 
agency heads. 

Democratic senators complained 
to National Chairman Edward J. 
Flynn—and more recently to Sec- 
retary-Treasurer Ed Pauley of the 


¢| Democratic committee and Presi- 


}dential Secretary Marvin McIn- 
tyre—that not only had they been 
‘ignored in the selection of local 
'personnel for agencies in their 
| States, but that in many instances 
/men openly hostile to them had 
been appointed. 
Brunt of Reaction. 

Because of this situation, some 
‘Strong administration supporters in 
the senate protested that they were 
having to bear the burden of pub- 
lic reaction to various price con- 
trol, rationing and labor-directing 
programs without having any hand 
in determining how national poli- 
cies should be carried out locally. 

One senator who asked that he 
not be quoted by name said that in 
his state a Republican rationing 
chief had met complaints against 
the program with the reply that 
Washington officials were to blame 
for any inconveniences to indi- 
viduals. 

Price Administrator Leon Hen- 
derson thus far has been left free 
to choose his appointees without 
| Senate confirmation, a procedure 
some members predicted would be 
reversed when the next OPA ap- 
propriation bill coms up in the 
new congress. 

“Little Control.” 

In this connection, Senator Tyd- 
ings, Democrat, of Maryland, said 
in a radio talk today that the sen- 
ate had acceded to “inspired public 
/request” that its confirmation of 
'OPA appointees not be required, 
with the result “that now the con- 
'gress has little control over the 
| confusion, the abuses, the red tape, 
| the waste and the unwarranted in- 
_terference with legitimate business 
against which the whole country is 
now complaining.” 

“The senate should have re- 
‘tained, as the constitution pro- 
| vides, its right to confirm the ap- 
_pointment of officials who admin- 
‘ister the laws of the United 
| States,” he continued. “Some of 
the loudest complaints about the 
calilber of the appointed personnel 
_to administer the price control act 
/are coming from the very sources 
that insisted the senate should not 
keep its right to confirm those 
|'who were to administer this com- 
plicated act.” 

Chieftains Meet. 

The senate took pains recently 
to require confirmation for all ap- 
|pointees of. the War Man-Power 
| Commission making $4,500 or more 
annually. As a result, Chairman 
|Paul V. McNutt will have to get 
| congressional approval of the key 
men in his rapidly expanding or- 
ganization. 

The first of three such local ap- 
|pointments, in North Carolina, 
| Michigan and West Virginia, were 
sent to the senate Friday by Mr. 
Roosevelt and referred to the mili- 
tary committee for study.
